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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 6. A method for producing an antibody to a target antigen, the method 
comprising: 

(A) providing a transgenic mouse whose genome comprises a nucleic acid 
sequence encoding baculovirus gp64, wherein the gp64 is soluble and lacks a 
transmembrane region, and wherein the mouse is fertile; 

(B) providing an immunogen comprising 

i) a) a baculovirus particle comprising gp64; and 

b) a target antigen on the surface of the particle; or 

ii) a) a portion of a baculovirus particle comprising gp64; and 
b) a target antigen; and 

(C) immunizing the mouse with the immunogen so that an antibody to the target 
antigen is produced. 
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1 7. The method of claim 1 6, wherein the immunogen comprises a) a 
baculovirus particle comprising gp64; and b) a target antigen on the surface of the 
particle, wherein the target antigen is a protein. 

20. The method of claim 1 6, wherein the immunogen comprises a) a portion of 
a baculovirus particle comprising gp64; and b) a target antigen. 

22. The method of claim 20, wherein the portion of the baculovirus particle 
also comprises viral envelope.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 
The rejection of claims 16-28 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, has been withdrawn in view of the amendment and applicants' arguments. 
Double Patenting 

The rejection of claims 16-18 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 2 of US Patent 7,750,204 
(Application No. 10/516603) has been withdrawn because the disclosure of '204 did not 
teach the mouse comprised a transgene encoding a soluble gp64 lacking a 
transmembrane region as required in the instant claims.
